butter. But they do very little in that way 
just now, and Canada’s export trade in but- 
ter isamere bagatelle. It is not intended 
‘to divert farmers from the making of cheese 
‘tothe making of butter, but it is pro 

to show them how the production of cheese 
may be increased in volume and improved in 
‘quality, while at the same time developing 
the making oftine butter. This can be done 
by the adoption of winter dairying. 
Robertson says it is possible to develop the 
batter making industry during the winter 
months to as great magnitude and with more 
remunerative results than now arise from 
summer dairying. By the use of ensilage the 
problem of suitable winter fodder is most 
satisfactorily solved. Butter commands al- 
most twice the price in winter that it does 
in summer, and the dangers arising from

The common belief that a hibernating

Jand his crew went into an ahandoned cross- 
yout from the tunnel to clean it out prepara- 
tory to pushiny it ahead tostrike a vein that 
had becu cut on another level, Climbing 
over some fallen rock and timber, they 
awoke « big bear that had made a comfort 


able winter den in the drift. 

The bear was fuliof fire and fight. He 
did not sit upon his haunches and growl at 
the miners after the fashion of story-book 
bears, but charged head first with such sud- 
denness that no cne had time to get out of 
his way or do any of thesmart things that 
the regulation bear stories prescribe. 

Neil's best recollection of the beginning 
of the rumpus is that at the first jump the 
bear knocked two or three of the party 
down, and that all but one of the candles 
went out. Oneburned for a few minutes 
lying upon the ground, giving light enough 
to reveal a badly mixed mess of men and 
bear, Dougherty, one of the miners, was 
lying senseless and covered with blood. The 
bear had struck him on the head in the first 
onslaught, and torn ofthe biggest part of 
his > -alp. 

When Neil scrambled to his feet the bear 
was between him and the mouth of the drift, 
and the two other miners were striking at 
the beast with their picks, Neil attacked 
bruin in the rear and tried to drive the point 
of a pick into his spine, but missed by an 
inch, and inflicted oaly a flesh wound. The 
bear wheeled instaatly, roaring savagely, 
and struck at Neil, but failed to reach him. 
In jumping back te avoid the blow Neil 
stepped upon the solitary sputtering candle 
and put out the light, and the rest of the 

sbattie was fought in the dark. 

The fight became a mixture of growls and

(2) Excitation of the nerve 
centres, as by oxidation, seems to intensify 
effecta of tobacco when once taken into the 
system. On going out into the air, and 
breathing quickly, the characteristic sen- 
sations are nearly always for a time aggra- 
vated. (3) A cigar or cigarette smoked 
through a fine tube is generally ** Stronger” 
in its influence than the same smoked with- 
outatube, These three results of observa- 
tion and experiment seem to suggest the 
conclusion that the action of tobacco is 
topical as regards the nerves, the afferent 
radicals being first acted upon, and when 
these are brought under its influence the 
centres being atlfected from the periphery. 
In short, we incline to think tobacco is not 
absorbed, or tf it be, its action is not due 
to absorption ; but that it operates as a 
peripheral sedative, like cocaine, and pro- 
duces its general effects, as coca stops the 
sense of hunger, by numbling the nerves of 
the stomach, the central effects being se- 
condary, and to some extent retlex.”

A Hindu baby girl is an unwelcome ad- 
dition to the family ; her birth is supposed 
to be no blessing, but a curse anda sign of 
divine wrath. Rukhmabai says that when 
thenew-born baby isa girl “‘thefather gnash-" 
es his teeth and stamps his feet. The 
mother ia sorely disappointed, and although 
her tenderness may bring its sure wealth 
of love, she curses both herselt and the 
child. There is, moreover, a notion that 
women who bear only yirls are sinful, and 
this intensifies the grief." Another Hindu 
woman gives the same testimony. Ramabai 
(high-caste Hindu widow) says that in 
no country in the world is a mother so 
laden with care and anxiety in omrine 
tion of the birth of a child as in India. 
All her hope of happiness depends upon 
the sex of the unborn child. A wife who 
bears daughters and no sona is frequently 
put pay her husband ; husbands some- 
times threaten their wives that, if the comm- 
ing child is a daughter, the oifending mother 
will be henceforth banished from the society 
of her lord and master; a new wife will be 
installed in her place, and the 7 wife 
will be made into the servant and drudze of 
the household. Ramabai does not merely 
make general statements to this effect, hut 
gives several special ingtances that have 
come Within her own knowledge, ancong her 
own friends and acyuaintance, of this punish- 
ment having been meted out to mothers who 
gave birth to girls. Mothers try to avert the 
bad luck of having a daughter by supersti- 
tious ceremonies previous to the birth of the 
child.—({Contemporary Review.
